F. DIEECTOR'S EEPORT

Kendall Moss, Deputy Director, brought the board up to date on two
Americorps projects. The application for these projects was submitted by
the Trust for Public Land and is divided into two parts: the Colarado River
Park (CRP) project and the Travis Country Park/Barton Creek Trail Project.
The Americorps volunteers are working with staff to develop nature trails
at each location. Environmental protection regulations have put some limits
on the work that can be done. Although the two trails will be built, the
projects will accomplish less than what Americorps hoped to achieve.

Erma Linda Cruz-Torres was given an update on the Oak Springs soccer fields
by the Director.

Devayne Naumann asked for an update on signage at the Balcones Pool. An
earlier request for an update on Kizer Golf Course is included in this
meeting's packet.

Elaine Carter asked for an wupdate on the Norwood House and was informed
that Mrs. Bea Fincher has been requested to appear before the Board for the
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December 10, 1996 meeting.

Mary K. Isaacs requested that more information be made public about the
naming or renaming of a PARD facility.

Phil Friday asked if anyone had heard the Cancer Survivors Plaza is up for
reconsideration. The Director replied his office has not been so informed.

Rosemary Castleberry announced the meeting would adjourn early because
Board Members would be attending the induction of Rocky Medrano into the
Greater Austin Sports Foundation Hall of Fame.
